The Butler Institute of American Art recently 
acquired a work by the renowned twentieth 
century American artist, Romare Bearden 
(1914-1988). Collages consisting of torn paper 
painted and mounted on canvas, depicting scenes 
of rural and urban life, jazz and folk music, home 
and street life, and religious and African imagery 
presented in cubistic space typifies the work of 
this well known African-American artist. 

Hometime combines strong compositional qualities 
with traditional themes and is a fine example of 
Bearden's innovative style.

SET TO OPEN AT BUTLER 

WARHOL SCREENPRINTS, MARINE SHOWS ALSO FEATURED 

The Butler Institute will host a group of dynamic exhibitions, events and programs throughout November and December which focus on the works 
of famed New York School artist Larry Rivers and legendary master of Pop art Andy Warhol. By popular demand, Sounding the Depths which 
features masterpieces from the Butler's renowned marine collection, paintings by American Impressionist Frederick Bosley and the works of 
contemporary artist William Wegman continue to be on display through November. Exhibitions of works by regional artists and a spectacular 
Holiday show and sale complete the early winter schedule of the Institute.

Artist Andy Warhol gave the world a unique view of a significant part of 20th Century culture—our 
fascination with celebrities. Warhol sensed the potency and exploitative qualities of powerful graphic 
portraiture, and utilized the camera innovatively creating photographic screenprints. Warhol's 
numerous series of screenprints have immortalized famous personalities of this century from all 

walks of life, and comprise a significant and important portion of the artist's later work. 
A series of screenprints by the master of Pop art will be on exhibit in the museum's 
Davis Gallery through November. Ten Portraits of Jews of the Twentieth Century 
features images of renowned leaders of the world in the arts and literature, 
government, science and law. The exhibition includes portraits of actress Sarah 
Bernhardt, U. S. Supreme Court Justice Louis Brandeis, philosopher Martin Buber, 
scientist Albert Einstein, psychologist Sigmund Freud, composer Ceorge Gershwin, writer 
Franz Kafka, comic actors The Marx Brothers, Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir, and 
author Gertrude Stein. The Butler's showing of the Warhol prints will be highlighted by 
a series of programs presented by regional authorities on the lives and work of the ten 
individuals depicted in the show (see calendar pages of this publication.) 

Ten Portraits of Jews of the Twentieth Century is on loan to the Butler Institute 
courtesy of Ronald Feldman Fine Arts, New York and will be on exhibit at the Butler 
through November 28. 


The career of Larry Rivers spans four decades of American art, from the post war era of Abstract 
Expressionism through the Pop art phase to contemporary trends and Pop revival. Humorous, 
sometimes historical, and often autobiographical. Rivers' works combine technical skill and artistic 
vision, and creates a unique statement about the times in which we live. 

Larry Rivers: Public and Private presents works by the artist from the early fifties up to the 
present. The exhibition will open at the Institute December 16 and continue through February 10, 
and will then begin a tour of the nation. Tour stops include The Norton Gallery of Art, West Palm 
Beach Florida; the Fort Wayne Museum of Art, Fort Wayne, Indiana; Scottsdale Center for the Arts, 
Scottsdale, Arizona; and the J.B. Speed Art Museum, Louisville, Kentucky. 

The Rivers exhibition was curated by Professor Sam Hunter, faculty curator of Modern Art, Princeton 
University Department of Art and Archeology, and organized by the Butler Institute and the 
American Federation of Arts (AFA). The Larry Rivers Retrospective is a project of ART ACCESS, a 
program of The American Federation of Arts with major support from the Lila Wallace-Readers Digest 
Fund. The exhibition is accompanied by a scholarly catalogue produced by the Butler Institute. 

To highlight the Larry Rivers exhibition, the museum will host a gala reception on January 19,1991 
(see page seven of this publication.) The evening will include a performance by the artist, an 
accomplished jazz musician, and his musical group. Curator of the Rivers retrospective exhibition, 

Sam Hunter, will also attend the event. 


The Butler Institute's premier exhibition of marine paintings Sounding the Depths: 
150 Years of American Seascape continues to draw praise from art authorities and 
journalists throughout the region. Arts writer Bill Homisak of the Greensburg, 
Pennsylvania Tribune Review commented, "Just one superb offering [included in the 
exhibition] is Thomas Hill's Picnic by the Sea, 1873, a huge canvas with ocean spray 
almost coming off of it. In this panoramic view...transparent emerald waves break 
around monolithic rocks, while far in the distance, a passenger ship steams toward 
harbor." Warren, Ohio Tribune entertainment editor Andy Gray noted that the show 
"...combines classical 19th Century works of sailing vessels and seascapes with more 
modern paintings. The mix creates an interesting juxtaposition." 

The exhibition has also been enjoyed by art lovers from all regions of the United States, 
as well as Canada, France, Great Britain, and the Netherlands. Sounding the Depths has 
offered museum visitors the opportunity to rediscover thirty outstanding seascapes 
chosen from the marine collection of the Butler Institute by exhibition curator Howard 
B. Nelson. 

Sounding the Depths is presented as a part of the ART ACCESS project, a pilot program 
of the American Federation of Arts of New York City (which organized the exhibition) 
with major support from the Lila Wallace-Readers's Digest Fund and the National 
Endowment for the Arts. The exhibition closes November 11.

Collection Care and 
Preservation On-Going 
Task at Butler institute 


Painting conservators from the Intermuseum 
Laboratory at Oberlin, Ohio, visited The 
Butler Institute of American Art recently to 
inspect the great works of art of the 
Institute's permanent collection. Reports on 
nearly 200 Butler paintings were completed 
by the conservators, and recommendations 
for minor cleaning, re-framing and in a few 
cases, major restoration were made. 

While environmental conditions at the Butler 
are closely monitored by a state of the art 
humidity and temperature system, works of 
art are subject to damage from elements 
which cannot be avoided such as dust, light, 
air pollution, and insects. The Butler in an • 
effort to minimize these harmful effects, 
regularly has experts evaluate the condition 
of its great works of art. 

Minor restoration included surface cleaning 
of Martin Johnson Heade's "Salt Marsh Hay", 
which is one of the most significant works of 
the museum's renowned marine collection. 
The Butler has undertaken a major 
restoration effort in recent years in which 
dozens of paintings have been cleaned, 
restored and re-framed.
